Works Ought to be Undertaken Be­ 
fore Early Frosts, Says Agri­ 
cultural Department. 


The agricultural department issues

planting bulbs in the autumn. 
Garden lovers who wish their gar­ 
dens or tIn* ground 
around 
their 
houses to be rich with narcissus and 
jonquil, should begin their work with­ 
out delay, for fall is the time to plant 
the bulbs of these flowers. 
The work 
should he undertaken as soon as, or 
¡even before an early frost has weak­ 
ened the annual flowers in the bed. 
In the case 
of narcissus, 
many 
I households will find it advantageous 
| to naturalize the plant so that it 
I grows and blossoms on the lawn much 
ias the wild flowers do. 
In many of 
| the parks of the larger estates of 
¡England, in portions of North Caro­ 
lina, on estates along the James Riv­ 
er, in Virginia, and in old New Eng- 
j land gardens, narcissuses that were 
planted over half a century ago are

Make a small hole in the

An easy method of accom­ 
plishing this is to scatter the bulbs 
as if one were sowing seed, and then 
plant them where they happen to fall. 
When the tulip and narcissus bulbs 
are planted in the beds, the surface 
of the soil should be loosened after 
each rain and the bed kept free from 
weeds. 
In the late fall an early win­ 
ter it is well to cover the beds with 
a light mulch of straw or leaves, to 
prevent injury from alternats freez­ 
ing and thawing. 
This mulch should 
he gradually removed in spring when 
the growth appears above the ground. 
If the soil is well drained, the bulbs 
will not be injured by severe cold. 
Under suitable conditions, tulip and 
narcissus plants will increase from 
year to year.

may be left in the ground for two or 
three seasons until the clumps begin 
to crowd.
